The battle of Manila bay was not for- 
gotten, but it might be said to have been 
relegated almost to second place in the 
desire to do honor to the man who had 
proven himself as great after victory as 
before it, and who had shown itn the 
long and trying months that followed 
his naval triumph the qualities of a 
statesman and a wise administrator as 
well as those of the flagship leader of a 
victorious fleet. Enhancing those quall- 
ties was that of manly modesty, dis- 
played {In the qufet dignity with which 
he met the occasion. 

This trait of Dewey’s character was 
demonstrated from the moment he 
reached the stand side by side with the 
president. He paused at this point for 
a moment, unwilling, apparently, to take 
the place that had been prepared for 
him on the right of the president. 

President McKinley grasped the situa- 

tion in an instant, and taking the great 
Sea captain by the arm placed him by 
gentle force in the chair that had been 
inteided for him. Later in the day, as 
the carriages bearing the official party 
drove away from the capitol between 
walls of cheering people, the president 
again displayed his tact by remaining 
covered and ignoring the demonstration 
himself, leaving its acknowledgment to 
the admiral alone. 
For Dewey it was a trying as well as 
a& triumphal day. It has been giyen to 
few officers In the naval history of the 
country to sit before a crowd of thous- 
ands while the chief of the naval estab- 
lishment dilated upon their exploits, and 
then to stand before the same crowd to 
receive at the hands of the president 
a sword prepared for him at the behest 
of the representatives of the whole peo- 
ple. 

The upon Admiral Deway 
reached almost to the breaking point. 
None but those nearest to him could see 
how he labored to repress his feelings 
during the address of Secretary Long, 
but when he arose to receive the sword 
from the hands of the president no one 
could mistake the flash of the white- 
gloved hand as it rose to dash away the 
tears before the admiral came to the 
rigid attitude of attention before his 
chief. 

Hero Overcome With Emotion. 

When it became Dewey's turn to re- 
ply his voice failed him, and he made 
the effort twice before hig lips wou!d 
respond. When he did succeed his tones 
were clear and steady, but so low that 
Only those nearest him could hear. 

Theregwas a quiet but exquisite bit of 
comedy following the trying formalities 
that escaped all but those directly on 
the stand. As the admiral closed and 
took his seat he turned to the president 
and, in a tone of quizzical appeal, in- 
quired: 

“Now, really, don’t you think I 
cid pretty well for an amateur.” 

Secretary Long embraced an oppor- 
tunity to ease the trying situation for 
the chief actor during the ceremonies. 
When the secretary began his address 
the sun was shining directly in Admiral 
Dewey’s eyes, and without his hat he 
Was at its mercy.

The waves were crested 
with white caps here and there and a 
fairly fresh breeze blew out of the north- 
northeast, but after the Columbia and 
Shamrock had crossed the line, the wind 
turned flukey and variable and the race 
was a fizzle almost from the start. But 
the fluke today gave the yachting sharps 
and the spectators much to think about— 
and some surprises. 

The Columbia is undoubtedly the pret- 
tier boat. She is tall, stately, with grate- 
ful lines and towering masts. The Irish 
boat, with her broader beam and longer 
base line, looked slower and heavler. 
Perhaps her green color makes her look 
clumsier, as if she were forced through 
the water, while the slim Columbia 
pierces it like a rapier. 

Though indecisive in every respect as 
to the abilities of the great rival single 
stickers, today’s race indicates that the 
Irish boat, with her English skipper and 
her Scotch crew, fs the ablest sloop ever 
sent across the Atlantic in the hope of 
lifting the one hundred guinea cup which 
the America brought back forty-eight 


years ago and which. has since been suc- 


cessfully defended against the world. 
During the five and a half hours sail 


the Shamrock was thrice ahead and twice 
the yankee boat showed the way. For 
the first ten minutes the Shamrock led, 
then for five the Columbia’s graceful bow 
showed ahead of: the gréen boat; for for- 
ty-five minutes following the Shamrock, 
then for three hours the Columbia and 
for the last hour and a half it was the 
Shamrock that led the way., 
Columbia Shows Superiority.

‘listed men on the present method of 


fighting the Filipinos and conduct of the 
war in Luzon. He is a veteran of the 
Santiago campaign. Im reference to the 
recent fight at Mexico, near’ Bacolce, 
where there were said to be 12,000 Fili- 
pinos, he writes: 

“Then the news came that Mexico had 
fallen and the negroes lost heavily. In 
one place near’ Bacolor there were 
fourteen Gugus (so'diers’ name fcr na- 
tives) in a.pile: and an outpost of fifteen 
the Thirty-sixth had caught napping, 
were everyone dead. 

“The loss of the enemy this day was 
frightful. As we were marching baclk 
from Bacolor we ran across a large creek, 
and there lay a Filipino with just his nose 
out of the water. We thought he was 
dead at first, but upon closer examination 
we found out he was alive. He had a 
single-fire Mauser and 100 rounds of am- 
munition on, but just the same he said he 
was an amigo. No matter where we 
catch a Filipino he is always an amigo; 
they captured several in the trenches 
severely wounded with their belts still on, 
but stil] they were amigos. This is a pe- 
culilar war. They gave them arms at 


. first; and now’ they are feeding them. 


The Gugus are alléwed to go and pass 
through our Hnes any time they wish to, 
and -carry all the food -they wish, and 
army canned beef cans, are common 
things to find in the Gugus’ trenches. 
They come into our lines and feed up 
and go out to their trenches again. When 
we-do capture one with a gun they take 


'him up and feed him for a rouple of days,

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take his gun and give $15 and turn him 
loose, and before day he is in the trnches 
again, waiting to get a chance at an 
American. They capture them right on 
the battlefield here, and because they 
have thrown their guns away they turn 
them loose. You can approach within 
20 yards of a Filipino here and see his 
gun, and when you reach him it’ is gone. 
The mud is so soft a person can easily 
hide anything in it .by simply dropping 
it, and it sinks. 

“The roads are almost impassable, but 
the rain is slacking up now and we ex- 
pect to be on the lines again in three 


| weeks. 


“Reinforcements are arriving almost 
every day now, but things are looking 
pretty ‘cloudy’ here, and it is hoped Gen- 
eral Miles will come over. We were all 
glad to see General Wheeler here. We 
hope to end this war soon, but think it 
will take 100,000 men to do it. We hope 
congress will help us out. I could say a 
good deal more, but cannot under the 
circumstances.”’

Labor is the normal and natural condition 
of man; there can be no advance without 
it, and more than that, tere can be no 
happiness and no content without it. The 
man who can live in health and without 
labor is a source of unhappiness to him- 
self and to every one with whom he 
comes in contact. Labor makes in man 
all-that is worth having: it gives him his 
character, his dignity and his worth; it 
develops, strengthens and uplifts him; the 
ability to labor is the universal benefac- 
tor. When every man can labor and re- 
ceive:for himself the benefit of his own 
labor, there is nothing more to be asked. 
The Chicago platform of 1896 demands 
this condition: the democracy of 1899 is 
demanding this condition.

YAQUIS IN FIGHTING TRIM. 


Mexico Will Make Strenuous Effort 
To Reduce Indians. 

Austin, Tex., October 3.—A telegram 
received here today from Orti, state of 
Sonora, Mexico, says that the Mexican 
government is making strenuous efforts 
to get all its forces in the field at once 
and bring the Yaqui Indian war to a 
speedy termination. If they do not do 
so before next April, when the three 
months’ rainy season sets in, it means 
that the war will last all through next 
summer, which the Mexican government 
wants to prevent if possible. 

For that reason they will push the mat- 
ter as much as possible at present. To- 
day Jose Lopez Gonzales, the chief of 
constrvction of the federal telegraph 
lines in the state of Sonora, who has 
been in the meuntains for three weeks 
past trying to repair some 200 miles of 
telegraph wire laid waste by the In- 
dians, returned accompanied by his es- 
cort of cavalry and force of linemen. 

He reports two engagements with the 
Indians, the first occurring about two 
weeks ago with no casualties and only 
a brief running fight. The second one 
occurred last Monday and resulted in 
three soldiers being killed and one or two 
injured. He says that his men repleeed 
many miles of broken wire, but to little 
purpose, as the Indians followed them 
at a safe distance and tore down the 
wires as rapidly ag they were repaired. 
The Indians seem to be in excellent fight- 
ing trim and apparently are growing 
bolder every day.

Admiral Dewey had breakfast at 8:10 
o’clock with his son and Lieutenants 
Brumby and Caldwell. He emerged from 
the house with Chairman Moses, of the 
local committee, and the two took their 
seats together in Mrs. McLean’s car- 
riage. 

When the admiral appeared resplend- 
ent in heavy epaulets and gold lace, the 
great throng that had assembled in the 
adjacent streets and in Farragut square, 
broke out into applause. There was also 
a demonstration when Captain Lamber- 
ton and Lieutenants Brumby and Cald- 
well came out and took the second car- 
riage. 

Accompanied by an escort of police 
and committeemen and headed by the 
marine band, the admiral was driven to 
the white house through cheering crowds. 
He entered the white house grounds by 
the west gate and on reaching the por- 
tico quickly alighted and was shown in- 
to the east room, where he was met by 
the president and the members of the 
cabinet. 

Captain Lamberton, Lieutenant Brum- 
by and Lieutenant Caldwell also left 
their carriages and were warmly greeted 
by the members of the reception commit-

Parade Starts Beautifully. 

At the head of the line rode Major Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles, commanding gener- 
al of the army, in the full uniform vf his 
rank, with the yellow field-marshal's sash 
from shouider to hip. He was astride a 
Superb gray horse, richly caparisoned. 


Back of him was rank after rank of mil-. 


itary aids, all officers of high rank. Ihe 
briluant coated marine band added color 
and inspiring music to the gay scene, and 
follawing them Came every describddabie 
kind of soldier, sailor and marine, mount- 
ed and afoot, infantry, artillery, cavalry-- 
the marines in their snort blouses and hei- 
mets, the jackies from the Haleign and 
other warships, battery after battery cf 
light artillery, the. mammoth eight-inch 
siege guns of the Seventh artillery, each 
drawn by eight horses. Then the crimson 
trappings of the artillery changed to the 
yeliow of cavalry as line after iine of the 
yellow plumed troopers rode by. 

And then, Dewey! Ail that had gone be- 
fore was but a brilliant interlude to the 
coming of the man of Manila riding with 
the president, on his way to the capitol to 
receive the nation’s tribute. They were in 
the president’s private carriage, seated on 
the rear seat, the president on the right. 

Mr. McKinley raised his hat only occa- 
sionally, leaving the admiral to acknowl- 
edge the plaudits of the multitude by 
lifting his chapeau. What an ovat'!n! 
From end to end the avenue rang with 
deafening cheers, and the banks of hu- 
manity took on life and motion as flags 
and handkerchiefs waved madly. 

Following the admiral came the officers 
and men of his flagship, the Olympia, in 
double ranks, stretching across the av®- 
hue, and then distinguished officers of ar- 


my and navy. The members of the cabinet |. 


rode in carriages. With them also in the 
several carriages rode Captain Lamberton, 
Flag Lieutenant Brumby and others of 
the admiral’s staff, 

Governors Do Hero Honor. 

Still another brilliant division was form- 
ed by the governors of states, mountad 
and accompanied by their staffs. At their 
head rode Goverfior Edward C. Smith, of 
Vermont, the native state of Dewey 
with a numerous staff brilliantly uniform- 
ed. Then came Governor Lewellyn Pow- 
ers, of Maine; Governor Wolcott, of Mas- 
sachusetts; Governor Atkinson, of West 
Virginia; Governor Tyler, of Virginia; 
Governor Pingree, of Michigan, and Gov- 
ernor Lowndes, of Maryland, each with 
his staff. Brigadier General Harries and 
the troops of the District national guard 
brought the martial spectacle to a close. 
Glittering in the brilliant autumn sun- 
shine the parade filled the mile of broad 
avenue from the treasury to the caj'tal 
with a swaying mass of color. Passing 
the peace monument, it wound up the hill 
to the east front of the capitol. 

Like everything connected with 
Dewey’s record, he was early in arriv- 
ing at the capitol. The dignified. com- 
mitteemen who stood in waiting ih the 
lower corridor were taken by surprise 


_by the arrival of the party at least half 
|an hour ahead of time. 


Dewey was followed by his captains, 
and the full cabinet acted as an escort. 
The cabinet was shown into the presi- 
dent's room, while Admiral Dewey with 
his captains occupied the room of the 
vice president. There was a wait of haif 
an hour and then the party took up their 
march in the same order as they had 
entered the capitol, going straight to 
the rotunda and thence to the stand. 

The band struck into the soul-moving 
strains of “Hail the Chief” as the pro- 
cession, moved slowly down the steps to 
the stand. The crowd cheered long and 
loud .as the party took their sedts, Ad- 
miral Dewey rising with bare head to 
respond to the ovation. A colored serv- 
ant in livery threw a naval cloak over 
the admiral’s shoulders as he took his 
seat. Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. 
Bristol, President McKinley’s pastor. Mr. 
Ross Perry then made the introductory 
address, which was lustily cheered. He 


ended by introducing Secretary Long 
who was received with enthusiasm, an 
standing bareheaded in the sunshine, he 
addressed his remarks directly to Dewey, 
who remained bareheaded and seated. 
The speech was received with applause. 
Secretary Long said: 


Long Recounts Some History. 


*‘My Dear Admiral: Let me read a few 
extracts from ourofficital correspond- 
ence covering less than a fortnight’s 
time, and now known the world over: 


- ‘Washington, April 24, 1898. 
“Dewey, Hong Kong: 

“War has commenced between the 
United States and Spain. Proceed 
at once to Philippine islands, Begin 
operations at once, particularly 
against the Spanish fleet. You must 
capture vessels or destroy. Use ut- 
most endeavors. 

“LONG.” 


‘Manila, May 1, 1898. 

“Secretary of the Navy, Washington: 
“The squadron arrived at Manila at 
daybreak this morning. Immediately 
engaged enemy and destroyed the 
following vessels: * * * The squad- 
ron is uninjured. Few men were 


slightly wounded. 
“DEWEY.” 


. ‘‘May 4th. 

“Secretary of the Navy, Washington: 

‘1 have taken possession of the na- 
val station, Philippine islands. I con- 
trol bay completely and can take city 
at any time. The squadron in excel- 
lent health and spirits.

wounded. 
“DEW PWY.”’ 


‘‘Washington, May 7, 1899. 

“Dewey: 

“The president, in the tame of the 
American people, thanks you and 
your officers and men for your splen- 
dia’ achievement and overwhelming 
victory. In recognition he has ap- 
pointed you acting rear admiral, and 
will recommend a vote of thanks to 
you by congress as a foundation for 
further promotion.” 

“In these few words which I have read, 
what a volume of history; what a recard 
of swift, high, heroic discharge of duty! 
You went; you saw; you conquered. It 
seems but yesterday that the republic, 
full of anxiety, strained its listening 
ear to catch the first word from those 
distant islands of the sea. It came flash- 
ing over the wire that May morning as 
the sun bursts through the clouds, fill- 
ing every heart with the illumination of 
its good cheer. 

“In the twinkling of an eye your name 
was on every lip, the blessing of every 
American was on your head; and your 
country strode instantly forward a might- 
ier power among the nations of the 
world. As we welcome you back there 
comes back also the vivid picture of 
that time, with alj its hopes and fears, 
and then with all its swift succeeding 


triumph and glory. 
Long’s Words of Praise. 

“Tet me now read the act of congress 
in pursuance of which we are here.”’ Mr. 
Long then read the act referred to and 
said: 

“It was by this solemn enactment ap- 
proved by tne president, that the people 
of the United States made provision for 
putting in material form one expression 
of their appreciation of your valor as 
an officer of their navy and of your 
great achievements as their representa- 
tive in opening the door to a new era 
in the civilization of the world. 

‘‘The victory at Manila bay gave you 
rank with the most distinguished naval 
heroes of all time. Nor was your merit 
most in the brilliant victory which you 
achieved in a battle fought with the ut- 
most gallantry and skill, waged without 
error and crowned with overwhelming 
success. It was still more in the nerve 
with which you sailed from Hong Kong 
to Manila harbor; in the spirit of your 
conception of attack; in your high com- 
manding confidence as a leader who had 
weighed every risk and prepared for 
every emergency, and who also had that 
unfaltering determination to win and 
that utter freedom from the thought of 
possibility of swerving from his purpose, 
which are the very assurance of victory. 

“Tt is mv good fortune, under the terms 
of the enactment of congress, to have 
the honor of presenting to you this beau- 
tiful sword. I’ during the many comireg 
years. which I trust will be yours of 
iseful service to your country, it shall 
remain sheathed in peace, as God grant 
ft may. that fact will perhaps be due 
more than to anything else to the thor- 
cughness with which you have alreacy 
done its work. I coneratulate you on 
your return across the sea fn full health 


in the national capital: here on these 
consecrated stens. where Lincoln stood; 
here, standing between the statue of the 
first president of tha TjJnited States and 
him whc is its living president todav; 
here in this beautiful city a@orned with 
the statues of its statesmen and heroes. 
the number incomplete until vour own is 
added: here, amid this throne of citi- 
zens who are only a type of the millions 
ar.d millions more who are animated by 
the same spirit of affectionate and egrate- 
ful welcome. JT cannot doubt that it is 
one of the proud2st days of your life, and 
I know that it is one of the happiest in 
the heart «f eam one of your fellow 


countrymen, wherever they are, whether 
on the continent or on the far-off islands 
of the sea. 

“Now, following the authorization of 
congress, T present this sword of honor 
which IT ho!ld in my hand-—mv hand! 
Rather let it go to you through the hand 
of one who in his youth also periled his 
fe and foueht for hia countrv in battle, 
and who today is the commander-in-chioaf 
of all our armies and natives, the pres!i- 
dent of the United States.’’ 


McKinley Presents Sword. 


As Secretary Long passed the sword to 
President McKinley the latter rose and 
faced the admiral. Dewey was visibly 
affected, and brush:3d his glove in the 
hands across his eyes before standing at 
attention. The president said: 

Admiral Dewey: From your entrance 
in the harbor of New York with your 
gallant and valiant ship, the demon- 
strations which everywhere have 
greeted you reveal the pubHec esteem 
of your herolc action and the fullness 
of the“love in which you are held by 
your country. 

The voice of the nation is lifted in 
praise and gratitude for the distin- 
guished and memorable services you 
have rendered the country, and all 
the people give yqu affectioiate wel- 
come home, in which I| join with all 
my heart. Your victory exalted Amef- 
ican valor and extended American 
authority. 

There is no flaw in your victory, 
there will be no faltering in maintain- 
ing it. (Great appiause.) It gives me 
extreme pleasure and great honor in 
behalf of all the people to hand you 
this sword, the gift of the nation 
voted by the congress of the United 
States. 

The president hanaed the admiral the 
sword with a deep bow and there was a 
roar of applause as Dewey received it. 
sa crowd was hushed as he turned to 
reply. 

Admiral] Dewey said: 

“I thank you, Mr, President, for this 
great honor you have conferred upon me. 
I thank the secretary of the navy for his 
gracious words. I thank my countrymen 
for this beautiful gift, which shall be an 
heirloom in my family forever as an 
evidence that republics are not ungrate- 
ful. and I thank you, Mr. Chairman and 
gentlemen of the committee, for the gra- 
cious, cordial and kindly welcome which 
you have given me to my home.”’ 

Following the benediction the arrange- 
ments for the review of the military es- 
cort by Admiral Dewey were carried out. 
While the police, prior to the troops get- 
ting in motion, were rorcing the crowd 
back to give a clear passageway for the 
troops across the plaza there were de- 
mands ‘from the crowd to “hold up the 
swerd.”’ 

Admiral Dewey, complacent as always, 
lifted it and then it was raised by one of 
the committeemen. Upon the latter put- 
ting it dcwn, Admiral Dewey, at the 
request of a photographer, perched on a 
step ladder near by, held the sword in 
both hands while the camera was 
snapped. 

The Olympia men who had been placed 
at points of vantage whence they could 
se@ their chief honored first marched 
across the plaza to take the place of 
honor at the right of line and were greet- 
ed with continvous cheering. When they 
fell into place the review began. General 
Miles and his staff riding by in salute, 
and then taking up a position on the pla- 
za north of the stard. When the review 
was concluded the admiral and President 
McKinley entered the latter’s carriage 
and were driven to the white house. 
From there Admiral Dewey went to the 
residence of Mrs. McLean.

stead of a run, the canting of the wind 
now made it a reach for the outer mark- 
er, but the Columbia gradually edged over 
toward the Jersey coast with the inten- 
tion of getting the wind astern and run- 
ning straight before it. The maneuver 
was successfully accomplished after 
crossing the Ghamrock’s bow. but just 
as the spinnaker was set aboard the Co- 
lumbia, the wind canted back to the north 
northwest and left her with a cloud of 
canvas shivering like a collapsed bal- 
loon. 

The Shamrock had started to follow the 
Columbia’s tactics. Twice she lowered 
her spinnaker boom as if to break out 
the big sail, but as the wind held from 
the new quarter she gibed her mafn 
boom instead and reached straight for 
the mark. 

Although the maneuver of the Columbia 
had been successful it was a costly one 
and she lost several minutes by h6lding 
on to her immense canvas in the 
vain hope that the wind would shift back 
again. But whken she did change her 
sails she made up for lost time by out- 
footing her antagonist. She seemed to 
skim over the water, scarcely making a 
ripple where she entered it and leaving 
a wake of foam behind her. 

Columbia Turns First. 


The Shamrock. made far more fuss for- 
ward and dragged a wave aft. The Co- 
lumbia was the first to the mark and as 
she reached the stake boat, the excur- 
sion fleet gathered there to greet her, 
unbolted their enthusiasm and gave her 
an ovation from a thousand whistles. The 
fleet also courteously saluted the Sham- 
rock as she swept arourt’, two minutes 
and one second later. On the beat home 
egainst a head wind the Columbia show- 
ed her heels to the Irish boat unmistaka- 
tly while the wind held. The time taken 
at the outer mark as each yacht luffed 
around it was: 

Columbia 1:37.57. Shamrock 1:39.58. 

So it will be seen by the official fig- 
ures that in the run of fifteen miles 
from the start to the outer mark the 
Columbia outsailed the Shamrock two 
minutes forty-four seconds. Her elapsed 


time to this point was 2:21.37; Shamrock’s 
2:24.21. 

Time after time the Shamrock tried for 
the weather gauge, luffing, squeezing and 
pinching until her headsails trembled, but 
without avail. The Columbia not only 
held as high out, but footed her tack 
after tack. The yachts made a beautiful 
spectacle as they beat to windward, heel- 
ing over to the breeze, the water sliding 
swiftly back from their sharklike bows. 

Whenever they smashed into an unusu- 
ally large sea the spray spurted from 
either side twenty feet into the air. 

After the Columbia had got a mile 
ahead and the yachts were way over un- 
der the Jersey shore the breeze again 
half failed and the Shamrock drew gradu- 
ally ahead. It was marvelous that in so 
light a breeze a boat could slip so swift- 
ly through the sea. After that the Sham- 
rock was never headed,but from that time 


to the finish the Columbia had nothing 
but bad luck. 


Shamrock’s Fine Footing Powers. 


In addition to her faster footing pow- 
ers in the extremely light air every puff 
of the capricious wind seemed to strike 
the Shamrock and leave the yankee boat 
practically becalmed. Fudge as she would 
toward every streak of wind she would 
be unable to find it. The Shamrock gain- 
ed foot by foot until she overhauled the 
yankee and crossed her beams and when 
the time limit was up was fully a quar- 
ter of a mile ahead. As it was necces- 
sary, according to the rules, to finish 
the race before 4:45, it was evident as the 
boats at 4 o’clock were some five miles 
to leeward of the finish that the race 
would have to be declared off. This was 
done at the time named, while the boats 
were still four miles away from the fin- 
ish. 

It was very evident from today’s per- 
formance of the Shamrock that she is 
indeed a very fast yacht; that she is 
speedy in Hght winds was shown by her 
work on the first half of the first leg of 
the course; that she is quick in stays 
was amply proven by her windward work, 
and it is also a fact that she stands up 
to her canvas equally well with the 
Columbia. In the matter of handling 
sails there was little to choose betwe2n 
the two and if any mistakes were made 
it was more the fault of the fluky breezes

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Ground for Congratulation. 

The Constitution, with a becoming 
sense of modesty, feels that it is not 
out of taste, in congratulating the peo- 
ple upon the rise in the cotton market, 
to recall] some of the facts connectesl 
therewith. 

It was on the 12th of August last, 
when the anticipated government re- 


port was looked forward to to prove the | 


shortness of the crop to be gathered, 
that Mr. Henry M. Neill, an agent of 
European cotton spinners, issued his 
famous circular. The result of his 
extravagant claim of 12,000,000 bales of 
cotton for the coming year was to 
scare the spinners out of the market, 
and to assure another year of 5-cent 
cotton and general agricultural demor- 
alization. Although the work of inter- 
fering with market conditions is a 
critical ona for a newspaper to under- 
take, since there are interests well 
equalized on both sides, and since on 
either side a mistaka could be so easi- 
ly made, The Constitution neverthe- 
less determined to antagonize the mis- 
chievous work of Mr. Neill and such 
influences as rallied around him. It 
was with this object in view that we 
declared, in unequivocal language, that 
the true price of cotton on the ist of 
September, regardless of whatever 
fictitious price might be placed on it 
in the market, should be 8 cents a 
pound. 

As a proof of this we had the evi- 
dence that in the state of Georgia 
alona the cotton crop was off fully 
one-fourth, and the condition of Geor- 
gia was indicative of the south Atlan- 
tic cotton states. We had also the 
fact of the terrible disaster in Texas, 
which meant the wiping out of at 
least a half million bales of cotton, 
Nor was this all the argument in sight. 
For three years the price of cotton had 
gone begging. In one of these years 
so low did the price go that many 
farmars failed to continue the final 
pickings and plowed up their fields 
to prepare for another year’s work. 
During these three years of beggarly 
reward for tha farmer, the cotton man- 
ufacturer had done a royal business, 
and even the watered stock of. the 
New England mills paid dividends, It 
looked unfair that the man who dealt 
in cotton fabrics should be enabled to 
build up colossal wealth out of their 
work, while the farmers ’were getting 
nothing. Therefore it was that with 
a crop 3,000,000 bales short in sight 
and with the knowledge of the im- 
mense profits made by the cotton mills 
of the world, we declared that tha le- 
gitimate price of the W.w product 
should be not less than 8 cents, and 
that so far as was consistent with 
meeting their local obligations, farm- 
ers would be justified in holding back 
thair product and awaiting better 
prices. 

We are eratified today, in the face 
of an actual 7 and 7 1-2 cents a pound 
for spot cotton, to see our farmers get- 
ting that amount, instead of the fig- 
ures ranging a little above 5 cents, 
which was offeral a few months ago. 
We feel that having led this fight of 
our agriculturists The Constitution has 
acted but as the voice for those who 
needed leadership, and has served as a 
rallying point around which thay could 
gather and await the better times 
which were sure to come, 

While we thus congratulate our- 
selves, however, we must warn our 
farming and business friends general- 
ly that the real fight has not yet been 
won. As long as our farmers are 
scattered and disintegrated without a 
center around which to rally; as long 
as our merchants fail to see that their 
real interests are irrevocably bound 
up in that of the farmer; as long as 
our banks do business based upon the 
exigencies of the commercial market 
of New York, rather than upon the 
requirements of the local market for 
which they exist, there will be danger 
of renewed disaster from year to year. 
The happiest sign of the past few weeks 
‘has peen that given by, President 


‘ippine policy. 


Speer,. of the Bank of LaGrange, 
when he assured his farming customers 
that he would carry them through un- 
til they won their fight. Of course, 
‘this does not mean that every banker 
would be able to carry every farmer, 
but it does mean that when our bank- 
ers look over tha field they will discov- 
er that the great majority of farmers 
would be their best customers, and 
that in giving them a prudent line of 
credit they would be only building up 
their own interests, so that the appeal, 
after all, is not one to philanthropy 
but to cold business principles. With 
thy opportunity thus opened to them 
the farmers of the country would vie 
with each other in making themselves 
worthy of credit, and in making a 
good use of this credit. That such a 
feeling has reached the bankers of 
the state is shown by the fact that it 
is their association which has paved 
the way for the coming cotton con- 
‘vention in this city.

The republicans seem to be seriously 
divided over Hannaism, and there is 
no question that the la@aders are nerv- 
ous over the situation. Mr. McKin- 
ley has already visited the state to 
smooth the wrinkles out, and he is to 
go again. This fact, of itself, shows 
that the republicans hava fears which 
they cannot conceal. 


As to Social Equality. 

One of the arguments employed in 
favor of the separation of the two 
races—the deportation or segragation 
of the negroes—is to the effect that 
no matter to what heights of intel- 
lectual attainment the nezroes may 
climb they cannot hope to be invited 
to dinner or to tea by their white 
friends and acquaintances, This seems 
to be in soma minds the crux of the 
race problem, the final test of the 
ability of the two races to abide peace- 
fully side by side in the same terri- 
tory; and there can be no doubt that 
a great many negroes as well as whites 
accept it as conclusive of the whole 
matter. 

Now, let us reduce the argument to 
its simplest terms. It is impossible 
for the two races to dwell together 
in peace and amity because, no mat- 
ter how much culture the negroes 
acquire, the whites will not ask them 
to dinner or to supper, to say noth- 
ing of breakfast. If this logic means 
anything at all, it means much. Let 
us pursue it to the bitter end. Its real 
meaning is that the whole aim of man 
—the object of life—the purpose of cul- 
ture and enlightenment—the desire of 
|ambition—is to be invited to “dine’’ 
or to “sup” by our friends and neigh- 
bors. This, then, is the secret of 
progress, the purpose of civilization, 
the object of human endeavor. If a 
man cannot be taken up by “society,” 
if he is not pressed and force to 
“dine” and “sup” away from home, 
he has lived in vain, and he may as 
well consult witn others’ similarly 
situated and make arrangements to 
emigrate to other regions. 

Such is the social argument stripped 
of its trimmings. - If a man really 
thinks that the object of life, the aim 
of industry and the end of culture 
is to be invited to some other man’s 
house to “dine’’ or “sup,”’ his case may 
be considered as hopeless. We can 
only label him as a degenerate and 
place him among the cur’msities and 
relics which one gaeration furnishes 
for the next. We do not believe that 
any such man exists. It is possible 
for a negro to be stung by tha knowl- 
edge that he has not been and will not 
be asked to “dine” or “sup” by a white 
man, just as it is possible for a white 
man to feel aggrieved that he is not 
invited home by his neighbor; but tha 
sting and the grievance are the re- 
sult of vanity and folly, and have no 
more to do with the welfare and well 
being of black or white than the fact 
that tha president of the United States 
is not compelled to send special trains 
for all who may desire to visit Wash- 
ington. 

If there ever was a humbug or a de- 
lusion in this world it 
called “social equality.” It has just 
‘as much meaning as intellectual or 
‘financial equality. The intelligent, 
| self-respecting man has all tha social 
eaustlitv he wants, no matter where he 
‘is er what his surroundings. We hap- 
;nen to be acavainted with a ‘man of 
‘some renute in this town who. in tho 
eourse of a anarter of 4 centurv. has 
never heen asked to “dine” or “sup” 
hv anvbody who is considered to be in 
the social swim. Hv regards himself 
as verv fortunate in this matter: he 
iwould be just as happy as he is if all 
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but he y

his acquaintances regarded him as 
their social inferior; and he would be 
not a whit better contented if every- 
body regarded him as their social su- 
perior. 

The real point is this: Do men seak 
education, do they strive to. better their 
condition, to gain knowledge and cul- 
ture in order that they may have the 
privilage of “dining” or “supping’’ with 
some person socially inclined? If there 
ever was a contention more preposter- 
ous we have never heard of it. It 
is a matter that bairs no more relation 
to the negro problem than a dought in 
Texas does to the volume of water in 
the Chattahoochee river. When a man 
is engaged in earning an honest liv- 
ing, or is accumulating property as the 
result of his mental or his physical 
ability, he cares no more for the so- 
called social advantages of those who 
consider themselvas above him than 
for the wind that blows in the desert, 
that is to say, if he is a self-respecting 
person. No matter whether he be 
black or whita he will always be able 
to associate with those whose company 
he finds most agreeable. There is not 
a race nor a nation in the world where 
social equality prevails. It was never 
haard of until the phrase was invented 
in New England as a means of kin- 
dling indignation in the south. Its 
inventors had no intention of benefit- 
ing the negroes; their only aim was to 
irritate southerners. But the moment 
a sensibla person comes to analyze the 
phrase, or the term, it is found to 
mean nothing whatever. It represents 
no condition of society that has ever 
existed sinca the early Christians 
ceased to hold property in common, 
Wherever civilization touches a col- 
lection of individuals, the principal re- 
sult, socially, is inequality, and so it 
will be to the end of time. 

We have dwelt upon this matter at 
some length because there are many 
persons both white and black who 
think that it is of some importance; 
but tha truth is it belongs neither to 
time, nor space nor circurgstance, It is 
a matter of individual taste and selec- 
tion. There are always social barriers: 
to be found by those who havé so lit- 
tle self-respect as to look for them. 
Sensible men know that they exist and 
care nothing for them. 

But if a large part of our popula- 
tion is to be deported or segregated 
because there is no such thing as so- 
cial equality, emigration must be the 
order of the day. There will be no 
more social aquality when the emigra- 
tion ceases than there was befora 

There are other considerations that 
push themselves into the discussion. 
Is it not likely, viewing the progress 


the race has already made, that the 


negroes will comgé to depend on thair 
own resources, ife as white men de- 
pend on theirs? jis it not likely that 
this independence will teach them to 
value all things for what they are 
worth? ‘Will they not have social 
connections and relations of their own 
which will be all-sufficient? 

Then there is the distinction that 
success demands. Is not the atten- 
tion which such a man as_ Booker 
Washineton receives wherever he goes 
more important and more satisfactory 
than any invitation to “dine” or to 
“sup” with anybody, white or black? 
The man who has reason to believe 
that he has the good will and the 
esteem of his neighbors cares no more 
about social equality than he does 
about the state of the weather on the 
other side of the world. 


Building Up Our Resources. 

The statema@nt made in these col- 
umns a few days ago of a large man- 
ufactory in which every article used 
was of southern make except the steal, 
has received a good deal of attention, 

When our factories bec@ne the cus- 
tomers of home-made material and 
when these factories become customers 
of each other in supplying the wants 
of: each, then will their owners be- 
come a class larga enough and strong 
enough to battle for all their interests 
against the assaults of foreign com- 
petition. 

A practical illustration has been fur- 
mished as to the value of factories to a 
community. In the one under discus- 
sion it makes one article, the raw 
material of which costs $2.50, while the 
article itself, completed, sells for $42.50. 
In this transaction it will be seen that 
$40 ramained as a permanent home in- 
vestment in labor, expense, profit and 
so on. In other words, $2.50 went to 
Pittsburg for steel and $40 remained 
in Atlanta, while the town which has 
neither steel nor manufacturing and 
which has to purchasa this article is 
That is, ‘it has to pay 
$42.50 to Atlanta, being a gain of $40 
to our city, while we send on $2.50 to 
Pittsburg, Is it any wonder, in view 
of these figures, that manufacturing 
towns are the ones which prosper? 
It is not so much a question of profit 
except to owners, as it is how much 
money is brought into the city and 
permanently invested. With the estab- 
lishment of every factory in the city 
we duplicate just such examples as 
these. The men whose labor and skill 
create this $40 are the ones who rent 
our houses, patronize our mercantile 
establishments and add strength to our 
citizenship. 

The more we have of them, the more 
houses do we need and the more 
room there is for an expansion of bus- 
iness. Wherever we find a large pop- 
ulation there is money to be made in 
filling its natural and artificial wants. 
If these supplies are not to be found 
‘at home, then they will be sought 
‘abroad, and this brings about the 
wholesale expressage of our money to 
‘different Sections, when it might just 
‘as well be kept at home and aid in en- 


‘riching our own people:

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THE ‘PASSING THRONG- 


The representative of the American Cot- 
ton Company in this division has the fol- 
lowing to say in reference to Hon. F. H. 
Colley’s ;card about the round packeges 
of cotton, 

“So far,” says he, “as the American Cot- 
cotn Company's round lap bale is concern- 
ed, they’ are only quoted in purchase and 
sales and in receipts, as half bales. The 
average:size of these bales is 260 pounds 
and they are quoted in all receipts, as 
before stated,'as half bales, and there 1s, 
so far as this company is concerned. no 
attemptito increase the number of bales 
produced. 

“The truth of the busfmess is, as the 
American Round Bale Company claims, 
they aré competitors in the market with 
the square bale, and they are paying 
forty-five points more for cotton in the 
lap bale than in the square, uncompress- 
ed bale. Of course, they do not propose 
to pay this price where indviduals in the 
market ‘trun up the price on them, but 
on the basis of the regular price of cot- 
ton they pay this excess, and 
this is one of thé reasons why cot- 
ton is selling ‘higher in the territory 
where we have presses than anywhere else 
in Georgia, and almost, if not higher, 
than in New York. The American Round 
Bale Company is not here to depress the 
price of ¢otton. They do not spin it and 
do nothing but buy it and sell it. They 
are prepared to furnish a better market 
for cotton put up in their bales than any 
other kind, > 

“In another year, or as soon as there is 
an excess of what the trade demands, 
we propdse to arrange it so that cotton 
put up in the American round lap bale 
will conjmand money in bonded ware- 
houses at a lower rate of interest, cheap- 
er storage—because they can put more 
bales inja warehouse—and with less in- 
surance by at least half than the square 
bale. 

“Of course, compress men and cotton 
buyers generally prefer things to stand as 
they were before, but they might just as 
well get ready for the advance the Amer- 
ican Rownd Bale Company pro|@ses to 
make. The reason the bales are put in 
half sizes is because they are more easily 
handled and can be better sampled. The 
prime factor in the lap bale among the 
factory men is that they do not have to 
run it through a picker, and they thus 
Save $1.235-on every bale. Besides there 
is no cbpmpressing, and this with the 
other advantages makes it possible for 
us to pay a higher price for this kind of 
cotton. Wherever the American lap bale 
is used ip the west or on this side of the 
Mississippi it has had the tendency to ad- 
vance the price of cotton, 
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H, M. McIntosh, the well known news- 
paper man from Albany, and a party of 
friends were discussing the Salvation 
Army and religious liberty in the Kim- 
ball lobby last night.

“I do not think so,” replied Mr. McIn- 
tosh. ‘‘I' think if we are to be preached to 
let it bé done in the ordained churches. 
Il want no street exhibitions in mine, A 
man may have all the liberty desirable 
and yet worship in one of the ordained 
churches of Christianity. It is not a 
question of liberty, as I view it, but one 
of respectability and so I drove them 
from the city.” 3 

“Well, you would not have done so in 
Atlanta,’ replied the man who champion- 
ed the Arfhy people's cause.

Boundary Commissieg Made Its Award 
Yesterday. 


JUDGMENT WAS UNANIMOUS 


Verdict Was a Victory for Neither 
England Nor Venezuela. 


MANY OF BRITAIN’S CLAIMS REFUSEB 


The Award Is Said to Practically In- 
dorse the Judgment of Robert 
Schumburgk. 
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Paris, October 3.~—The decision of the 
Anglo-Venezuelan boundary arbitration 
commission was announced today. The 
award was unanimous and is considered 
in the nature of a compromise rather 
than as favoring Venezuela. Some of 
Great Britain’s claims as to the interior 
and on the coast are disallowed. Her 
frontier will start at the Waini river. 

The award, briefly summarized means, 
that of the 60,000 square miles 
claimed by Vertezuela, that country only 
obtains a small portion formed partly of 
the marsh hand near the river Barima, 
and a portion in the interior, while Great 
Britain retains all the forest country. 

M. DeMartens was accompanied by the 
other four members of the tribunal. Af- 
ter they had taken their seats in the 
presence of the counsel of the two par- 
ties and of Sir Edmund J. Monson, Brit- 
ish ambassador to France, the entire 
staff of the British embassy and a large 
concurse of people, (M. DeMartens rose 
and in his opening sentences announced 
that the court would read the award 
which had been unanimously arrived at, 
in English and in French. 

Mr. Carte, private secretary of Baron 
Russell, of Killowen, one of the British 
members of the tribunal, read the Eng- 
lish text and M, DeMartens read the 
Freneh text, 

After this the president of the tribunal 
arose, and speaking in English, said he 
was glad to announce that after three 
months of hard work the court had unan- 
imously decided upon the award: which 
hod just been read. It was a pleasant 
duty now to restore the former good un- 
derstanding between the contending par- 
ties. He then eloquently thanked his 
colleagues and the respective counsel ten- 
dering on behal fof the tribunal special 
thanks for the hospitality extended to 
all by France. These sentiments he re- 
peated in French. 

Ex-President Benjamin Harrison, the 
principal counsel for ‘Venezuela, then 
made a few remarks, and was fellowed 
by Sir Richard Webster, principal coun- 
sel for Great Britain, who thanked the 
French government for its hospitality 
and said that England and Venezuela 
would work side by side in harmony. 
The sitting was then adjourned. Subse- 
quently, Mr. Harrison and M. Maliat- 
Provost, who were interviewed jointly, 
pointed out that Great Britain up to the 
time of the intervention of the United 
States distinctly refused to artibtrate any 
portion of the territory east of the Shom- 
burgk line, alleging that its title was 
unassailable. This territory included the 
Atacuri river and Point Barima, which 
is of the greatest value strategically and 
numerically. 

The award practically indorses the 
judgment of Sir Robert Shomburgk, 
whose line it follows except in a few 
particulars. . Great Britain acquires the 
whole of ‘the river Cuyunl, including a site 
which Venezuela alleged to be a fort at 
the: junction of the Curumu and the 
Cuyuni,

NEW EWDENCE IS FOUND 


Facts Tending To Show Selt-Defengg 
Are Testified to in Court. 


BOND MAY BE GRANTED BY JUDGE TODay: 


Courtroom -Was Crowded with Sym- 
pathizers for Miss Morrison, 
Interest Waits on Decision,

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Chattanooga, Tenn., October 3.—Judge 
Estill, of the circuit court, today, after 
granting a continuance of the Case 
against Julid Morrison, in private life 
known as Mrs. F, H. James, the actress 
who killed Frank Leidenheimer at the 
opera house last Friday weck, heard evi- 
dence on the application of the defendant 
for bond. 

The fact of the killing was proven by 
the state. The defense introduced wit- 
nesses who testified that when Miss 
Morrison fired.the fatal shot Leidenheim- ‘i 
er was threatening her with 
cane. Three others testified having 
heard Leidenheimer apply approbrious 
epithets to the woman at the rehearsal 
on the morning. before the tragedy, and 
that he had struck her severa! times 
and kicked her down a Stairway. 

The strongest evidence for the defense 
was given by Joseph Breeding and Frank 
S1ipp, of the opera house staff. Breed. 
ing testified that Leidenheimer twice dum 
ing the day had assaulted Miss Mortl 
son with the most obscene and profang 
langur ge, accusing her of inhabiting and 
frequenting immoral places, denying that 
she was entitled to be addressed ag a 
lady; that he had kicked and struck her, 
and was prevented from further violence 
by Breeding’s interposition. 

Frank Shipp stated that as soon as Miss 
Morrison appeared at the head of the 
stairway leading to the stage Leiden- 
heimer raised his cane to strike her, 
and that the woman had drawn the re 
volver from its place of concealment, 
and while Leidenheimer's right arm stil] 
poised aloft the heavy walking stick, shq@ 
fired the shot that ended his life. 

Physicians testified that Mrs. James is 
in a delicate condition, and give it as 
their opinion that further incarceration 
would have very disastrous effects upon 
her, mentally and physically. This was 
urged by the attorneys as one strong 
recson for granting her the right of 
bond. 

A great deal of interest was taken 
in the hearing and the courtroom wag 
crowded with Miss Morrison's sympa- ° 
thizers. Attorneys for the state urged 
that the state could not safely go to 
trial without the evidence of the mem- 
bers of the ‘“‘Mr, Plaster of Paris” com- 
pany, none of whom the state had been 
able to secure in time for the hearing.

PRIZES FOR THE BEST PLANS 


All Atlanta Architects Are Invited Te 
Take Part, 


TEN OUTSIDERS TO BE MAMED 


Date Upon Which to Base Plans Will 
Be Proposed by the Supervising 
Architect and Issued in a 
Pamphlet as Soon as 
Possible. 


The board of trustees of the Carnegie 
Library, at its meeting yesterday after- 
noon, took the first active steps toward 
gecuring plans for a new library building. 

The building and grounds committee 
presented a report, in which it rerom- 
mended a method of procedure for the 
securing of plans. The report was unani- 
mously adopted, and in compliance with 
the recommendations the board will ad- 
yertise for plans on a competitive basis. 

Every architect in Atlanta and ten out- 
side of the city, to be named by the 
board, will be permitted to take part in 
the contest, and three prizes will be of- 
fered, the first to be the acceptance of 
the plans. 

The report of the committee as adopted 
fs as follows: | 

The committee on buildings and grounds 
makes the following recommendations: 

1. That preliminary work looking to the con- 
struction of a new library building be enter- 
ed upon at once. 

2. That plans for a building be obtained on 
a competitive basis as follows: Three prizes 
to be offered: First prize to be the approval 
and acceptance of plans, for which trustees 
are to pay percentage on cost of building au- 
thorized by the American Society of Archi- 
tects. Second prize to be $500 in cash for the 
plan considered by the awarding committee to 
be next best. Third prize to be $300 in cash 
for the plan considered by the awarding com- 
mittee to be third best. 

8. Competition to be opened to all Atlanta 
architects, and te ten architects outside of 
Atlanta, to be named by the building and 
grounds committee, 

4. The employment of a supervising archi- 
tect is recommended. It would be the duty of 
the supervising architect to aid in the pre- 


. paration of preliminary information that would 


be paid, as would the competing architects, 
on @ perceentage basis, the amount being 
regulated by the rules of the American So- 
ciety of Architects. The division of percentage 
authorized by the American Society of Ar- 
chitects is as follows: For approved and ac- 
cepted plans, and all necessary working plans, 
8% per cent on net cost of building. For the 
supervising architect 1% per cent on net cost 
of building. 

5. Mr. J. H. Dinwiddie, of Atlanta, is recom- 
mended for the position of supervising archi- 
tect. 


The Plan of Competition. 


The question of the method of securing 
plans had been informally discussed 
among the members of the board of trus- 
tees for some time. and the report of the 
bullding and grounds committee embadied 
the concensus of opinion of the mem 
bers. 

The contest is open to every architect 
in Atlanta with the exception, of course, 
of the supervising architect. and there 
is every reason to believe—so the board of 
trustees assumed—that there will be no 
dearth of plans from the local sources. 

In order, however, that there should 
be no feeling that the board of trus- 
tees held too closely to Atlanta bounda- 
ries it was decided that ten architects 
(or firms of architects) should be invited 
to submit plans. What firms will be se- 
lected has not been decided, nor will be 
until a free and fair discussion has been 
entered into. 

Under the plan adopted by the board, 
the successful competitor secures the 
3% per of the. net cost of building; the 
Dians named as second best give to the 
architect drawing them a prize of $500, 
and the third best plans will win $300 for 
the architect handing them in.

The board of trustees, in selecting J. 
H. Dinwiddie as supervising architect, 
has secured the services of one of the 
most competent of men in that business.

BECAME CRAZED IN HOSPITAL 


Police Asked To Take John Williams 


Out of the Hospital, 


MADE HIS ESCAPE 


Afterwards Captured and Sent to 
the Police Barracks—Tried To 
Hang Himself in a Cell. 


~. 


A telephone message was sent to the 
police barracks from the Grady hospital 
last night asking that a patrol wagon be 
sent after John Williams, a white man, 
who had become too violent and danger- 
ous to be kept in a hospital ward. 

“The patient must be placed ina padded 
cell,” said the hospital physician to the 
station sergeant. 

The police authorities began to investi- 
gate the matter before they rushed a 
patrol wagon after’ a hospital patient. 
They learned that Williams had come to 
Atlanta two or three weeks ago and was 
sent to the hospital about a week ago. He 
was subject to some sort of fits and at 
times became very violent. 

The man is a horse jockey. About a 
week ago he was taken ill at the Ex posi- 
tion park and was sent to the Grady 
hospital. He Nas been treated by the hos- 
pital physicians every day since. The 
patient, instead of improving, became 
worse and for the past three or four days 
he was so violent that he was dangerous 
to himself and others. 

The police authorities had about decid- 
ed they would take Williams as a lunatic 
and hold him in a padded cell until his 
case could be further looked into, when a 
second telephone message came from the 
hospital saying: 

“Williams has just 
run away from the hospital, 
the direction of Decatur street.’’ 

The police were informed that Williams 
was @ dangerous person to be at large 
and his name and description were placed 
upon the local book of police records as 
@man wanted at once. 

At half-past 9 o'clock Call Officers 
Chosewood and Cornett had a call to 
arrest a crazy man on Edgewood ayenue 
and when they arrived they found that 
Officer Terry had arrested the crazy man 
and he was Williams: He had climbed a 
tree and had to be dragged down. 

After he was placed in a padded cell, 
he attempted to hang himself with his 
suspenders. He will probably be sent to 
the lunatic asylum. 


FIRED AT THE OFFICER: 


Deputy Chastain Has Narrow Es- 
cape While Arresting a Negro 
Woman. 


Deputy Sheriff Avery Chastain came 
near being murdered Monday night by a 
negro whose wife was under arrest. 

The deputy went out to Cook’s district 
to arrest a woman, He expected trouble 
and deputized two other men to assist 
him. The woman was found on the streets 
and when the officer and the two men 
had her under arrest her husband fired 
a pistol at Chastain and then ran away, 

Neely Little, alias Brown, alias Harde- 
man, alias Dillard was wanted on a 
bench warrant, charging her with larceny 
from the house. Deputy Chastain ascer- 
tained that she was in Cook’s district and 
went after her. 

The woman gave several names after 
her arrest. Dillard has been hunted for, 
but he has not been found, He is said to 
be a very desperate negro not without a 
record with the police, 

The woman denies that her husband did 
the shooting, and says he was not in the 
city when she was arrested, but her story 
is not believed by the deputy sheriff.

years of my life, which have been spent 
within her gates, I have loved the city; 
it is my home, and the home of my wife 
and child, I trust, therefore, that my 
ambition is not unworthy, Feeling thus, 
three months ago, the announcement of 
my candidacy for council from the sixth 
ward was made. My wish to see per- 
sonally every voter is unrealized, be- 
cause of an iliness which has disabled 
me part of the time. 

Mr. Hoke Smith, if not the originator, 
was one of the original promoters of the 
plan to nominate councilmen by a com- 
mittee of twenty from each ward, sub- 
ject to the approval of the general com- 
mittee of 140.

I desire election only on my in- 
dividual merits, and if defeated, it 
should be the result of my own unfit 
mess. 

Mr. Smith was a bitter personal enemy 
of my father.

Committee Has the Matter in 
Hand Now, 


IS THERE ONLY ONE BID IN 


Atlanta Power Company Says There Is 
but One. 


WHAT PRESIDENT E WOODRUFF SAYS 


Proposition of Georgia Electric Light 
Company Looks @ Municipal 
Ownership—Power Com- 
pany Ready to Invest 
$700,000, 


A matter in which great interest is 
manifested by the public is the question 
of the city lighting. 

The bids put in by the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company and the Georgia 
Electric Light Company are now in the 
hands of the committee on electric light- 
ing. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany submitted what President Wood- 
ruff asserts was the only bid put in, and 
which is the lowest bid ever made the 
city for street lighting. This offer is 
$73.95 per arc light, or about $10 per arc 
light cheaper than the present contract 
with the Georgia Electrige Light Com- 
pany. 

The bid of the electric light company— 
the Atlanta power company insists that 
it is merely a proposition and not a spe- 
clfic bid—offers to give to the city at 
cost the lighting it will require, arbitra- 
tors to name the price per Nght. In this 
offer is a proposition which places within 
the reach of the city the ownership of 
the plant after a certain number of 
years, 

While no specific price was named, 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
people assert that as arbitrators have 
already said the present price paid the 
Georgia electric company is the lowest 
that can with equity be asked of the 
company, the city cannot hope by arbi- 
tration to gain anything. 

Both sides are reticent at present. Pres- 
ident Woodruff, of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company, gave out an inter- 
view last night in which he contends his 
bid is tha only bid in. 

President H. M. Atkinson, of the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company, was asked 
to make a statement on the subject, but 
he did not care to discuss the matter at 
any length just at present. It is likely 
that in a few days he will have some- 
thing interesting to say. | 
Interview With President Woodruff. 

President Woodruff stated that his 
company would be prepared to furnish 
all of the lights, and even more, if need- 
ed, by the time stated in his bid. The 
time named in his bid when the compapy 
would be prepared to furnish the lights 
was with a view to being able to fully 
establish the new power and lighting sta- 
tion which his company has in contem- 
plation. This station, with the under- 
ground line circuit, will call for an ex- 
renditure of about $700,000, 

“The benefit to accrue to the city from 
a gubstantial reduction in the cost of 
lights,” said Mr. Woodruff, “in connec- 
tion with the benefit accruing from the 
expenditure of such a large amount of 
money, we think ought to call for prompt 
action from the city government. 

“Our bid was the only one submitted 
according to the terms of the advertise- 
ment. It is the lowest responsible bid 
that has ever been submitted to the 
city for lighting. The average price paid 
by all other cities throughout the United 
States is $97.10 per light. Our bid for 
arc lights was $73.95. The incandescent 
lights should hardly be considered, since 
Atlanta is about the only city that is 
using them to any extent for street light- 
ing. Arc lights alone are considered 
satisfactory by other cities. 

“IT have just returned from an extended 
trip east and west, during which most 
of the principal cities were visited with 
a view to an examination of their lighting 
sj} stems. 

“IT could only have submitted the low 
figures named in this bid with a view to 
furnishing the lights from a plant supply- 
ing commercial light and power, includ- 
ing street railways.”

most. Lieutenant Brumby has consented 
to become Admiral Dewey’s guest in Ver- 
mont and this will necessarily delay his 
visit south. 

The delay in the visit of Lieutenant 
Brumby -to Atlanta will only serve to 
give the fair committee opportunity to 
make more elaborate arrangements for 
his reception and entertainment and when 
he does come the ovation that will be 
tendered him will be one of the greatest 
ever accorded anyone who ever visited 
the Gate City of the South, 

It is altogether possible that Lieutenant 
Brumby may prevail upon Admiral Dewey 
to accompany him to Atlanta and in that 
event the people of the gouth will be 
enabled to see the great naval hero and 
his righthand man at the same time. 

The committees to go to Washington 
to extend Admiral Dewey an invitation to 
visit Atlanta will leave in the course of 
the next few days and will urge the 
admiral to come to Atlanta as early as 
possible, but will leave the date of the 
visit with him. Governor Candler will 
probably accompany the committee and 
invite Admiral Dewey in the name of the 
state of Georgia. That Lieutenant Brum- 
by will join in the invitation there is lHit- 
tle doubt.

IN NEED OF RAIN 


‘ Pf 
Damage Caused to Certain Crops by the 
Protracted Drought. 


WEEKLY BULLETIN ISSUED 


It Is the Last That Will Appear 
| This Year. 


WEATHER FAVORABLE FOR HAY ANB FOBDER 


In Some Sections Rice Is So Badly 
_ Damagel as To Be Fit Only 
for Feed. 


The weekly crop bulletin issued by 
Section Director J. B. Marbury shows 
that late crops are suffering from a lack 
of moisture, 

The report in full follows: 

Dry and cool weather have been the 
characteristic features of the past week, 
and as a consequence late crops have 
been retarded and are suffering for mois- 
ture. Turnips, sweet potatoes and sugar 
cane have been badly damaged by the 
protracted drought, and the yields of 
these crops will be very short. “In a few 
seetions rice has been so badly injured 
as to be only fit for feed. 

The weather has been most favorable 
for gathering and saving cotton, fodder 
and hay. The bulk of the cotton is now 
open, and picking is unusually far ad- 
vanced for the Season, but the ydjelds 
are much smaller than normal. There 
Will be virtually no top crop. Many fields 
of short cotton have been picked out, and 
a good many have picked out all their 
long staple. 
the market, asa rule, about as fast as it 
is picked out. A large crop of hay has 
been housed in fine condition. The crop 
Of fodder 
fine condition, 
inferior. So far, but little 
fall seeding has been done, and rain is 
now needed to soften up the soil. A 
large crop of wheat and oats will be put 
in as soon as the conditions are favor- 
able for sowing. Pastures are very poor 
and in many sections streams are run- 
ning low and stock water is scarce 
Light frosts were pretty general ‘in .

The Wost Point’s Project Has a Com- 
petiter in the Field. 


ENGINEERS MADE A SURVEY 


Judge Tompkins and E. C. Spalding 
Have Combined Their Plans. 


THEIRS WILL BE ANOTHER LINK 


The Line Keeps Far Enough Away 
to Be Safe from Annexation by 
the City for Taxation. 


Is Atlanta to have two belt lines on 
the east and south? 

When it was announced that the West 
Point’s belt line would be built by some 
of its stockholders, {t was assumed that 
the other projects would be dropped. 

But it seems that the other two belt 
line plans have not been given up. On 
the contrary, they appear to have been 
merged, and now it is proposed to build 
from Howell's, on the Western and At- 
lantic,» around the city on the west and 
south to East Point and thence on 
around to the Georgia and the Seaboard. 

A survey has been made of this route, 
and the engineers say that it can be 
constructed at a very reasonable cost. 
They are farther away from the city than 
the West Point's belt, which is rather 
near fhe boundary. There has been 
much talk recently about extending the 
city Hmits that it was thought advisable 
to keep at a safe distance, so that there 
would be no danger of being annexed. 
Investors in factories and mills like to 
be near enough to a large city to have its 
banking and other advantages and at the 
same time to be beyond the municipal 
tax assessors’ jurisdiction. In surveying 
this outside belt, the engineers picked out 
a section which has an abundance of 
running water and weil adapted for fac- 
tory sites. They figured that the line 
from the Georgia to Howell’s would be 
sixteen miles long and the whole distance 
would afford splendid sites for industries. 
It would connect all the railroads enter- 
ing Atlanta, which no other proposed or 
existing belt would do. 

Some of the people interested in the 
outer belt line say that the necessary 
capital has been arranged for and that 
the road will be built. They add that 
land is much cheaper out where they 
propose to build than it is in nearer the 
city, and that manufacturers prefer to 
go a mile or two beyond the city limits 
so as not to be in danger of annexation 
and’ municipal taxation. At the 
time they will be near enougk to live in 
the city and do their banking here. 

Among the leading men in the outer belt 
proposition are Judge Tompkins and KF. 
both of whom have strong 
connections in New York. One

site the duke of Wellington house, and 
near the statue presented to that hero by 
the women of England. Here, the driver, 
cheerfully swinging into line for the re- 
turn trip, affably accepted a six-penny 
tip, and bade us ‘“‘good afternoon.” 
We did not meet any one crossing the 
park, and so plodded along under the hot 
sun ,ignoring all shady paths, as we had 
somehow assumed the cemetery to be in 
a spot barren and treeless. At length 
the éntire distance across the park was 
traversed. Again our question, leveled 
at a Bobby in front of the gates of Vic- 
toria. He simply raised his upper limb 
of the law and pointed toward the park 
lodge that stands just inside the entrance.

The Great Lisbon Earthquake. 


The most disastrous earthquake of 
which we have record was that of Lisbon 
in 1755, and it may be of interest to give 
a few extracts from the account of an 
eyewitness. The account was probahly 
written by a merchant who lived in Lis- 
bon at the time, and was published by 
Charles Davy in 1787. 

“It was on the morning of this fata] day 
(November 1, 1755), b¢tween the hours’ of 
9 and 10, that I was set down in my de- 
partment, just finishing a letter, when the 
papers and table J] was writing on began 
to tremble with a gentle motion, which 
rather surprised me, as [I could not per- 
ceive a breath of wind atirring. Whilst I 
was reflecting with myself what this could 
be owing to, but without having the least 
apprehension of the real cause, the whole 
house began to shake from the very foun- 
dation, which at first I imputed to the 
rattling of several coaches in the muain 


street; but on hearkening more attentive- ‘ 


ly, I was soon undeceived, as I found it 
was owing to a strange, frightful kind of 
noise under ground, resembling the hol- 
low distant rumbling of thunder. All this 
passed in Jess thana minute. ... 

‘. . . Ina moment I was roused from 
my dream, being instantly stunned with a 
most horrid crash, as if every edifice in 
the city had tumbled Gown at once. The

A th‘trd violent shock followed the first 
two and the river continued alternately 
rushing in and retiring. The tremors of 
the earth continued, with less violence, 
for days, making the more difficult exam- 
ination of the ruins of the city, which was 
almost completely desgroyed, with about 
60,000 of its inhabitants. 

“With regard to the buildings, it was 
observed that the solidest in general fell 
the first. Every parish church, convent, 
nunnery, palace and public edifice, with 
an infinite number of private houses, 
were either thrown down or so miserably 


shattered that it was rendered dangerous |
